Mr. Flurd moved receipt of correspondence. SO VOTED (5-0) 

NEW BUSINESS 


Mr. Lyons requested that the Board look at expanding the elderly tax exemptions in Arlington (using a tier tax system). Mr. 

Lyons suggests doubling exemptions for elders who qualify by income from future big increases. This would allow Town Meeting 
the ability to file Flome Rule Petition to protect the senior population. 

Mr. Lyons made a motion that the Manager of Software Development and others make changes for a dual tax rate for next year, in 
case the Board wants to implement it for next taxyear. Fie also su^ested that the cost be added to the Town Manager’s budget 
during this budget cycle. 

SO VOTED (5-0) 

Mr. Lyons after some discussion on the increase of auto milea^ reimbursement referred the matter of investi^ting the policy and 
process to Mr. Sullivan and Mr. Maher. Before implementation, Mr. Lyons asked that the Town Manager report back to the 
Board. 

Mr. Lyons reported that he contacted other Town Superintendents to build a coalition to go before the legislature to present the 
case on how the state cuts affect Towns. In Arlington’s case it suffers triple the cuts from the state aid plus there is not a lot of 
growth, basically the Town is land locked. Fie states Arlington cannot tax its way out of the state aid reductions. Arlington has 
the highest revenue balance compared to other Towns but still has less than the state average. 

Mr. Lyons su^ested to Mr. Sullivan that he take a more conservative approach to spending during this budget process, along with 
the Fiscal Task Force and School Committee. Mr. Lyons would then consider raising taxes without greatly effecting seniors. 

Mr. Sullivan reported that state aid would be up 4% next year, yet the Town still has a fairly significant budget deficit. There will 
be a Revenue Tax Force Budget Meeting on January 24, 2005. 
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Mr. Hurd reported that there was a meeting reading St. Jerome’s property. Everyone agreed there is concern about the future 
property use and that they would like single-family homes built if the church can’t be used as a church. 

Mr. Lyons responded that he was pleased with the Advocate article on Mr. BeUcsis concerning 40B compliance. Mr. Lyons 
would like the support of the Planning Department reading enforcing 40B on these church properties in Arlington. He does not 
want the church to market these properties incorrectly and would like the Real Estate Agents to know the position Arlington is 
taking reading the sale of these properties and want the sales to conform to the neighborhoods. Mr. Lyons is convinced that 40B 
can be enforced on these church properties and stresses a need for there to be a united front in order to send a loud and clear 
message. 

Mrs. Dias made a motion that the Town Manager, Town Counsel, and the Planning Department write and send a letter conveying 
the message. SO VOTED (5-0) 


Mrs. Mahon announced there would be a Snow & Ice Meeting on January 20**^. 

Mrs. Mahon thanked Chief Ryan for the Police Ceremony Night this evening and commented on how well it went. 

Mrs. Worden reported to the Board on a draft warrant article reading exploitive road development and that Arlington is one of a 
few communities that has not developed subdivision control since the 1897 Board of Survey Act. She requested that the Board 
inserts this article and to not make policy based on le^l arguments but make it on what’s ri^t and wrong. 

Mr. Lyons responded that he was uncomfortable with the Board submitting this article and it would be better that it be submitted 
via 10 registered voters. 

Mrs. Mahon asked Mr. Maher to make changes concerning the notification and draft these changes to the article. 

Mr. Greeley moved to g3 in to Executive Session. SO VOTED (5-0) 

Mr. Maher made a motion to go into Executive Session to consider matters related to the value of Town property the discussion of 
which in open session would have a detrimental effect on the Town’s negotiating position with re^d to disposal of that property 
and will convene in open session only for the purpose of adjourning. 

A roll call was taken of all Selectmen. SO VOTED (5-0)
